This past weekend our family 
attended the annual West Texas 
Press Association summer conven­ 
tion in San Angelo. This is always 
the highlight of our year because 
not only does it give us a semblance 
of a vacation but it also gives us a 
chance to visit with some of the 
finest people we know. 
Since this meeting was so soon 
after the special election last Tues­ 
day and most of the people gathered 
there were from the part of the state 
that was so vitally interested in the 
Water Plan that was defeated in the 
election, this was one of the main 
topics of conversation. 
While some tried to blame the 
people in the big cities and the people 
of East Texas for the defeat, it 
seemed to be the consensus of most 
at the meeting that West Texas had 
no one to blame but themselves. 
Since the election was called for 
August when very few people would 
turn out and vote it was the best 
chance West Texas has ever had to 
outvote the big cities and the more 
populated eastern half of the state. 
But West Texans just did not turn 
out. 
In counties that are just crying 
for water the vote turnout was only 
about IO percent of the qualified 
voters. 
So you can not very well blame 
someone else for the water bonds 
failing to carry this time. 


While at the convention we were 
elected secretary-treasurer of the 
association which will likely turn 
out to be a full-time part-tim e job. 
One of the principal chores is edi­ 
ting and publishing a monthly mag­ 
azine. 
Since the magazine is, for, and 
about the publishers and their staffs 
of West Texas newspapers it be­ 
comes necessary to scan all of the 
member newspapers in the associ­ 
ation. 
In trying to get started on 
this part of the job this week, we 
ran across an interesting story in 
the Post Dispatch. 
It seems that Post has had a 
Community Student Loan Fund for 
the past 17 years which has helped 
31 local youngsters secure college 
educations. 
rho fund has loaned over $25,- 
000 in the 17 years and 15 of the 31 
boys and girls have paid off their 
obligations against the principal and 
the four percent interest charged. 
Two years ago the fund went on 
a "sustaining basis. ” This means 
that after 15 years no more contri­ 
butions to the fund are sought and 
that loans were made from money 
repaid on earlier loans. 
Many individuals and organiza­ 
tions in Post have been substantial 
contributors to the fund over the 
years to get it to the point that it 
can carry its own way. 
We have no idea what the chances 
would be for getting something like 
this started here but car think of no 
better project for some organization 
to undertake. 
We can see where this type of 
project could have as much or more 
merit as a direct scholarship and 
could grow to the point that it could 
help a great many more young 
people over the years. 


With one week of band school 
already over and football workouts 
getting underway here Monday— 
summer must just about be over and 
school can not be very far off. We 
always hate to see summer end but 
at the same time we always 
look 
forward to another football season. 


We have always heard that there 
is some good in everything and 
guess this must be so. In spite of 
how bad this long hot, dry spell has 
been on both humans and crops we 
read were it has been a great boon 
to the fight against the screwworm. 
Soyou can keep that in mind as you 
suffer through the heat.

The average daily a t­ 
tendance for both negro and 
white students has- !>eon com- 
bini'd, thus creating this loss. 
To make up for this loss 
the school board did not re­ 
place the high school biology 
teacher 
who resigned and 
this subject will he taught by 
Mr.

Popnoe, 
high 
school science teacher. He is 
a registered 
lab technician 
and is qualified to teach bi­ 
ology. 
In other changes in school 
assignments,

Supt. Cook Warns 
About Compulsory 
School Attendance 


It is the responsibility of the 
Superintendent of schools in 
Texas to inform Compulsory 
School 
Attendance Law. 
Mr. C. F. Cook, Superin­ 
tendent of the Hamlin Pub­ 
lic Schools, states that he will 
to the best of his ability see 
that this law is carried out 
in Hamlin. 
He quotes Article 2892 on 
Attendance Requirements: 
“Every child in the State of 
Texas who is 
seven years 
and not more than 17 years 
of age. other than a high 
school graduate, shall be re­ 
quired to attend the public 
schools in the 
district of 
his residence, or in some 
other district to which he 
may bo transferred as pro­ 
vided by the law, a mini­ 
mum of 165 days of the regu­ 
lar school term of the dis­ 
trict in which the child at­ 
tends school.” 
The parents of ^ach child 
in the Hamlin school district 
bs responsible to see that their 
child attends school. There is 
a penalty on the parents if 
this is not done, because par­ 
ents are held responsible for 
their children. 
Mr. Cook states if he finds 
children 
not in school, he 
will contact the p aren ts, then 
if the children 
are not en­ 
rolled in school he will notify 
the County Judge.

Fisher Co. Economy Gels Big 
Boost From Oil and Gas Wells

Fisher Cetinty oil and gas 
wells pumped some $19.6 mil­ 
lion into the county’s economy 
last year, according to a study 
just released by the Texas Mid- 
Continent Oil and Gas Associ­ 
ation. 
Value of production from 
oil wells was $18.6 million and 
from natural-gas wells $1 mil­ 
lion. based on the most recent 
U. S. Bureau of Mines figures 
compiled by the Association. 
The county ranked 63 in the 
state in value of production. 
“Output from Fisher Coun­ 
ty is part of this country’s do­ 
mestic oil supply which is en­ 
dangered by some of the pro­ 
posals now before Congress,” 
commented Corbin J. Robert­ 
son. Association president. “At­ 
tempts to destroy percentage 
depletion provisions of our 
income tax laws to nullify pre­ 
sent controls over imported 
oil could discourage further 
development of Texas oil re­ 
sources. Eventually oil m ark­ 
ets now shared by the county 
would be given over to foreign 
producers.” 
Last year, the county pro­ 
duced 63 million barrels of 
crude oil and 8.3 billion cubic 
feet of natural gas. 
Of this total, county land­ 
owners and others with min­ 
eral interests received royal­ 
ty payments of $2.5 million. 
The state received $928,000 
in production taxes with crude 
oil 
accounting for $853,000 
and natural gas $75,000. A 


number of school districts in 
the county lean heavily on oil 
production for ad valorem tax 
support, such as Hobbs, 87.9% 
and McCaulley, 52.2%. 
Drilling expenditures were 
an estimated $876,000. Of the 
43 wells drilled in the county, 
20 were completed as oil wells 
and 2 as gas wells, according 
to Ira Rinehart’s Yearbook. 
The 21 dry holes cost $384,- 
000. There were 15 wildcats 
drilled. 
The 
Texas 
Employment 
Commission lists 74 workers 
on oil and gas payrolls, which 
totaled $483,000. 
ALso adding to the coun­ 
ty’s economy, the Oil and 
Gas Journal shows 2 natural- 
gasoline 
processing 
plants 
with a daily capacity of l l 
million cubic feet.
